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The Canadian Livestock Feed Board is a 
Crown Corporation reporting to Parliament 
through the Minister of Agriculture. Established 
by the Livestock Feed Assistance Act in 1967, 
its objectives are to ensure the availability of 
feed grain in Eastern Canada and British Colum- 
bia, the availability of adequate storage space 


in Eastern Canada, and the reasonable stability 
and fair equalization of feed grain prices in 
Eastern Canada and in British Columbia. The 
Board administers the Feed Grain Assistance 
Regulations, under which a portion of the cost 
of transportation of feed grains is paid.

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i Fs FEED GRAIN SITUATION 
a) World 

World production of feed grains in 1970-71 was 
estimated to be moderately lower than in 1969-70, 
primarily because of smaller crops in the United 
States and Western Europe. Corn and oat production 
were each two per cent lower, while barley and 
sorghum were virtually unchanged from the previous 
year. 

Most of the drop in corn production occurred in 
the U.S.A., where the volume declined by ten per 
cent to 104 million tons. Eastern Europe, apart from 
Bulgaria, also experienced a reduction, but increases 
were realized in the EEC and in the U.S.S.R., where 
production increased by ten per cent to 10.9 million 
tons. The net result was an estimated world corn 
crop of 242 million metric tons, or 4.5 million less 
than the record level attained in 1969-70. 


Increased barley production in Canada, Australia 
and the U.S.S.R. was offset by smaller crops in 
the U.S.A., France, Italy, Denmark, and Argentina, 
leaving world production at an estimated 116 million 
metric tons in 1970-71. 

World production of oats in 1970-71, was estim- 
ated at 50.5 million tons, down by 1.3 million tons 
from the previous year. The slight increases reported 
in Africa, Asia and Oceania were more than offset 
by smaller crops in the major oats producing 
regions. (Table 1). 

International trade in coarse grains not including 
wheat, during crop year 1970-71 reached a level 
of 47.5 million tons, thereby exceeding the record 
of 42.7 million tons established in 1966-67. The 
combination of increased livestock numbers and 
smaller coarse grains crops throughout much of 
Europe was a major contributing factor to the heavier 
trade volume. The rate of shipments was particularly 
heavy in the late months of 1970, but declined 
somewhat in the early months of 1971. 

Among the respective coarse grains, only corn 
recorded a decline in the volume of trade. This re- 
flects the reduction in supplies and exports of the 
United States in 1970-71. World barley trade was 
approximately 20 per cent higher than the previous 
year, and 30 per cent above the average of recent 
years. Canada has been the largest exporter with 
exports from France sharply lower than in the 
previous two-year period. Although world trade in 
oats increased markedly on a percentage basis, 
the total volume was only about one third that of 
barley (Table 2). 

World stocks of feed grains at the end of May 
1971 were well below the levels of the previous 
year. Stocks of corn were down ten million tons or 
13 per cent, stocks of sorghum were down by 17 
per cent, and stocks of barley were reported lower 
in all exporting countries, except Australia. Only 
oats recorded a higher level of world stocks in 
19771. 


b) United States 


The interrelationships between Canada and United 
States grain and livestock markets play a predomin- 


ant role in the Canadian feed grain-livestock economy. 
A substantial portion of United States imports of 
beef and pork originates in Canada. At the same 
time, Canada is an importer of United States corn 
as well as certain livestock and poultry products. 
Many of Canada’s farm products compete with, or 
are influenced by prices of these commodities on 
United States markets. It is, therefore, essential that 
a continuing assessment be made of the United 
States feed grain and livestock situation in order to 
predict what production and trade patterns are most 
likely to develop in Canada. 


The aggregate production of feed grains in the 
United States in 1970 was 159 million tons, which 
is 15.6 million tons lower than the production 
level attained in 1969. A sharp decline occurred in 
the production of corn. from 4.6 billion bushels in 
1969 to 4.1 billion bushels in 1970. The pro- 
duction of grain sorghum dropped from 747 million 
bushels in 1969 to 697 million bushels in 1970. 
Oats production, which in 1969 totalled 950 million 
bushels, was down to 909 million bushels, whilst 
barley production dropped by 14 million bushels, 
to 410 million bushels in 1970. 


The feed grains carry-over into the 1970-71 crop 
year was 48.4 million tons, down two per cent from 
the previous year. Total domestic usage of feed 
grains, at 154.1 million tons, was almost equiva- 
lent to production. Exports, at 16.6 million tons, 
were unchanged from the previous year and assisted 
in reducing the carry-over into 1971 to a level of 
34 million tons. 


With a comparatively strong demand and reduced 
output, feed grain prices in the late fall and winter 
period were substantially higher than the year earlier 
levels. Livestock production had been above 1969 
levels, but livestock producers adjusted their feeding 
operations downward in response to less favourable 
livestock-feed price ratios (Table 3). 

c) Canada 

In 1970-71, Canada produced 21.0 million tons 
of feed grains, an increase of 9.4 per cent over 
the output of the 1969-70 crop year, and 33 per 
cent over the five year average of 15.8 million tons 
produced in the 1964-68 period. 


Feed grain production, excluding wheat, in Wes- 
tern Canada increased 8.6 per cent from 14.0 
million tons in 1969-70, to 15.2 million tons in 
1970-71. In Eastern Canada, feed grain production 
increased 14.3 per cent from 5.3 million tons to 
6.1 million tons in 1970-71. 


i) Prairie Provinces Total grain production on 
the prairies declined from 1,298.1 million bushels 
in 1969-70 to 983.6 million bushels in 1970-71. 
The LIFT program encouraged a sharp cut-back in 
acreage devoted to wheat, resulting in lower pro- 
duction in 1970-71, to a level of 312.5 million 
bushels, or about 47 per cent of the previous 
year’s harvest. Production of oats and barley both 
increased by about 6 per cent. Exports of barley 
reached the unprecedented level of 179.6 million 
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bushels in 1970-71 -- twice as high as in the 
previous year. Oat exports, at 12 million bushels, 
were of some importance for the first time in sever- 
al years. 


__ ti) Ontario Grain production in Ontario increased 
to 233.7 million bushels in 1970 from the 192.9 
million bushels harvested in 1969. Inclement weather 
conditions in 1869 had contributed to a sharp 
reduction in total output of grains in that year, 
but larger acreages and more favourable conditions 
in 1970 facilitated a production increase of 21 per 
cent. This expansion occurred in all grains -- wheat 
oats, barley, mixed grains and grain corn. 


The acreage devoted to grain corn in Ontario in 
1970 increased by 180 thousand acres. Production 
reached an all-time record of 93.5 million bushels 
which represents more than 90 per cent of the 
grain corn produced in Canada. Production of barley 
increased by 1.7 million bushels, oats by 880 
thousand bushels and mixed grains by 3.3 million 
bushels over the levels attained in 1969. 


iii) Quebec Production of feed grains inQuebec 
was down approximately 2 per cent in 1970, 
compared to the previous year. Oat production 
dropped from 38.4 million bushels in 1969 to 34.6 
million bushels, and mixed grains and barley both 
recorded smaller volumes while grain corn production 
increased appreciably. 


Production of grain corn in Quebec reached an 
all-time record of 6.7 million bushels in 1970, 
nearly double the previous year’s output of 3.4 
million bushels. Grain corn production in Quebec has 
been increasing steadily each year. In 1967, for 
example, production totalled 1.5 million bushels. 


iv) Maritime Provinces The 1970 production 
of feed grains in the Maritimes decreased by 21 
per cent to 12 million bushels, due to poor weather 
conditions. Production of all feed grains -- wheat, 
oats, barley and mixed grains declined. Production 
of barley, which had reached a high of 1.8 million 
bushels’ output in 1969, dropped to 1.3 million 
bushels; oat production dropped from 8.8 million 
bushels in 1969 to 6.6 million bushels in 1970. 
The short feed grain crop in the Maritimes necessit- 
ated a heavier movement of feed grains into the 
area to meet livestock feed requirements. In the 
crop year 1970-71, shipments to the Maritimes 
under the Feed Freight Equalization program increased 
by 8 per cent, or 25 thousand tons, of which 17 
thousand tons moved to Prince Edward Island, the 
largest of the three provinces in terms of grain 
production. 

v) British Columbia A reduction in acreage 
dtvoted to feed grains in the Peace River area of 
British Columbia contributed to a 2.1 millionbushels 
drop in production in that area. Total output of 
wheat was down by 44 per cent, from 3.6 million 
bushels to 2.0 million bushels. Oat production de- 
clined 700 thousand bushels to 3.0 million, repre- 
senting a reduction of 19 per cent, while barley 
production rose by 300 thousand bushels to 5.2 
million in 1970 (Tables 4 and 5). 
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ae SUPPLIES OF FEED GRAINS 


Supplies of feed grains from all sources during 
the crop year under review were sufficient to meet 
the requirements of livestock and poultry feeders 
throughout Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 


Canadian carry-over stocks of feed grains into the 
1970-71 crop year amounted to 7.3 million tons, 
representing an increase of two per cent over the 
previous year. Coupled with production of 21 million 
tons, and imports of 356 thousand tons, these com- 
ponents yielded a total supply position of 28.7 
million tons. 


At the close of navigation in December 1970, 
40.7 million bushels of feed grains were in store 
or afloat at Eastern terminals for use as a livestock 
feed in Eastern Canada. This represented anincrease 
of 10 per cent over the inventory levels one year 
earlier. The composition of the stocks in Eastern 
terminals also changed dramatically from those of 
December 1969. For instance, the volume of grains 
of Eastern Canadian origin stored in Eastern terminals 
increased from 738 thousand bushels to 6.5 million 
bushels. Stocks of U.S. grains rose by 700 thou- 
sand bushels to a level of 9.8 million bushels, 
while inventories of Western grains were 10 per 
cent lower than in 1969. The smaller stocks of 
Western grains stored in Eastern terminals at the 
close of navigation reflects the greater reliance of 
feed manufacturers on direct rail shipments as a 
source of supply. 

At the opening of the navigation season in April 
1971, 17.7 million bushels of feed grains remained 
in Eastern terminal positions, compared to 14.2 
million bushels one year earlier. Supplies in the Bay 
and Upper Lake elevators were down by 11 per 
cent but heavier carry-over stocks were recorded at 
the St-Lawrence Ports (Table 6). 

Due to the increased number of animal units on 
feed during the year, total domestic usage in Canada 
absorbed 18.7 million tons as compared to 17.8 
million tons in 1969. Exports reached an all-time 
high of 4.5 million tons, contributing to a lower 
carry-over of 5.7 million tons on July 31st, 1971. 

Imports of U.S. corn totalled 12.7 million bushels 
in 1970-71, down significantly from the 27.7 
million bushels reported in 1969-70. 

In carrying out its responsibility of ensuring that 
adequate feed grain supplies are available to meet 
the needs of livestock and poultry feeders in Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia, the Board maintains a 
close watch on both the supply and utilization of 
feed grains and storage in these areas. The Board 
has also played a co-ordinating role in the move- 
ment of feed grains by direct rail, by ensuring that 
the Lakehead terminals, railways, and suppliers are 
aware of car supplies and grain needs ona continual 
basis. 
oe PRICES 

i) Lakehead The price of #5 wheat and DGC 
equivalents in the 1970-71 crop year was generally 
well above those prevailing throughout 1969-70. 
Monthly average prices increased from $1.53 7/8 


per bushel in August 1970, basis in store Lake- 
head, to a high of $1.70 1/8 per bushel in March 
of 1971, before declining slightly to $1.69 1/2 
per bushel through May, June and July. 

The price of One Feed Oats in store Lakehead 
in the 1970-71 crop year also averaged well above 
the levels of 1969-70. Monthly average prices, which 
were 743% cents per bushel in August 1970, 
moved sharply upward to an average of 87'2 cents 
per bushel in September. Prices dropped off in 
October to 83% cents and held in the 80-83 cent 
range through March 1971 when prices declined 
further to 71 cents per bushel. 

Barley prices throughout the 1970-71 crop year 
reacted similarly to oats prices, while generally at 
levels well above those of the 1969-70 crop year. 
Barley prices peaked in mid-winter and experienced 
a weaker trend throughout the balance of the crop 
year. Monthly average prices for One Feed Barley 
in store Lakehead were $1.10%4 per bushel in 
August 1970, moving sharply upward to average 
$1.21 5/8 per bushel in September. The upward 
trend, continued through February, when prices 
averaged $1.28 per bushel, but reversed sharply 
between March and April, and gradually throughout 
the remainder of the crop year to an average of 
$1.14 per bushel for One Feed Barley in store 
Lakehead for July 1971 (Tables 7 and 8). 


ii) Chicago U.S. Corn prices reached record 
levels for recent years early in 1971, at a time 
when it was feared that corn production would be 
lower due to severe blight damage in the previous 
year. Reduced acreage in grain corn was anticipated 
and market prices strengthened. An unexpectedly 
quick resurgence of corn production came about as 
producers in the U.S. responded by increasing their 
acreage. Prices declined sharply inthe spring months, 
from their peak of $1.56 per bushel, (basis 3 
Yellow Corn on track, Chicago) in January and Feb- 
ruary, to close out the year at $1.45 per bushel in 
July 1971 (Tables 7 and 8). 


iii) Canadian Grain Corn Grain corn prices in 
Ontario were generally higher in 1970-71 than in 
the previous crop year, despite the record crop of 
93.5 million bushels in 1970. Prices followed the 
general upward trend in those of both U.S. and 
Western feed grains through mid-winter; however, 
they did not follow the lower trend into the spring 
and summer months of 1971. Monthly average price 
in August 1971 was $1.39 7/8 per bushel, track 
Chatham, basis 2CE corn. The low for the year 
came at harvest in November, when selling prices 
averaged $1.29%/% per bushel, basis track Chatham. 
Prices moved up to $1.49% per bushel in January, 
then declined steadily through May to $1.37 1/8 
per bushel, before moving upward again to average 
$1.44 5/8 per bushel in July 1971 (Tables 7 and 
8). 

b) Millfeeds 


Millfeed prices during the 1970-71 crop year 
followed the trend of feed grain prices, and gener- 
ally held at higher levels than in 1969-70. Exports 


of millfeeds were up 10 per cent over the previous 
crop year, totalling 235,000 tons. While exports 
to the United States in 1970-71 were down slightly 
exports to Japan increased by 33 per cent to 
88,000 tons (Table 9). 
Cc) Mixed Feeds 
In 1968, in cooperation with the feed manufactur- 
ing industry, the Board instituted a monthly reporting 
system whereby feed manufacturers reported retail 
selling prices of thirteen basic mixed feeds at their 
mill locations. This survey was extended in 1971 
to include feed mills in the three Prairie Provinces. 
In the crop year 1970-71, mixed feed prices 
reported by manufacturers were generally higher than 
levels in the previous crop year, reflecting, among 
other factors, the higher grain input costs (Table 
10). 
4. ACTIVITIES OF THE BOARD 
a) Feed Freight Equalization Program 
Shipments under this program during the 1970-71 
crop year totalled 2.978 million tons, down slightly 
from the 3.0 million tons shipped during the pre- 
vious crop year. 


An increase in shipments of wheat to all Pro- 
vinces, except Ontario, resulted in a record move- 
ment of nearly one million tons of this grain. The 
previous record wheat movement was established 
in the 1943-44 crop year, when 874,223 tons 
were shipped under the program. Barley shipments 
were down from the previous crop year by some 
two hundred thousand tons, mainly due to reduced 
shipments to Ontario. 


A smaller U.S. corn crop in 1970, brought about 
by Southern Corn Leaf Blight damage, resulted in 
higher corn prices throughout most of the year, thus 
placing prices of Western feeding grades of wheat 
in a more favourable competitive position, and con- 
tributing to the increased movement. 


A decrease of 22 per cent in freight assisted 
shipments to Ontario during crop year 1970-71 was. 
primarily the result of the increased corn production 
in that Province in 1970. Shipments to all other 
provinces were larger than during the previous crop 
year. Shipments to Quebec increased 11 per cent 
to 1.4 million tons; New Brunswick increased by 
one per cent to 106,593 tons; Nova Scotia in- 
creased by four per cent to 179 thousand tons; 
Prince Edward Island registered the largest increase 
-- 59 per cent, to 45,358 tons; Newfoundland in- 
creased by 15 per cent to 40 thousand tons, and 
shipments to British Columbia increased by 10 per 
cent to 373 thousand tons. 


A record number of 799 claimants submitted 
39,163 claims for processing and payment during 
crop year 1970-71. Expenditures under the program 
totalled $20.9 million, at an average payment of 
$7.01 per ton. The smaller tonnage moved, and 
adjustments in rates into Southwestern Ontario in 
April 1971, reduced expenditures under the program 
during this crop year as compared to 1969-70 when 
expenditures totalled $21.4 million (Tables 11, 12 
and 13). 


1971-72 Feed Freight Equalization Program 
Rates of assistance in most areas of Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia were maintained at 
the 1970-71 levels during the 1971-72 fiscal 
year. However, changes were made in those areas 
where sufficient grains are produced to meet the 
requirements of the livestock and poultry feeders. 
In line with the planned progressive reduction in 
the rates of assistance into these areas, the assis- 
tance paid on western feed grains shipped into 
Southwestern Ontario was reduced by $1.00 per 
ton. In addition, freight assistance was removed 
from the Creston-Wynndel area of British Columbia 
which was also designated as a self-sufficient feed 
grain area. 
Adjustments in the program for the 1971-72 
fiscal year were as follows: 
i) Shipments destined to Ontario: 

a) The rate of assistance on shipments to 

destinations in the southwestern part of 

the province was reduced from $4.20 per 

ton to $3.20 per ton. 

b) The rate on shipments to all destinations 

in the County of Nipissing was set at 

$6.00 per ton. Previously, a separate rate 

existed for the western part of Nipissing 

County. 

ii) Shipments destined to Quebec: 

a) The rate on shipments of Ontario-grown 

wheat to Quebec destinations was set at 

the western grain rate less $6.00 per 

ton. 

b) The rates on shipments to destinations 

in the following countries were set as 


follows: 
Chambly $6.40 per ton 
Charlevoix 6.40 per ton 
Richelieu 5.60 per ton 
iii) Shipments destined to the Atlantic 
Provinces: 


The rate on shipments of Ontario-grown wheat 
was set at the western grain rate less $6.00 per 
ton, thus making the rate on shipments of Ontario 
corn and wheat to the Atlantic Provinces the same. 

iv) Shipments to and within British Columbia: 

Payments of assistance on shipments to destina- 
tions in the part of British Columbia known as the 
Creston-Wynndel area were discontinued. 

b) Transportation and Distribution 

Since 1966, a gradual shift in the method of 
distribution of feed grains in Eastern Canada has 
been taking place. Historically, feed manufacturers 
had relied almost exclusively on the water route 
and eastern terminals to secure their western feed 
feed grain requirements. The implementation of a 
direct rail movement from the Lakehead to eastern 
milling points provided feed manufacturers with an 
alternate supply source at competitive costs. The 
volume of feed grains moving by direct rail has 
continued to increase each year, as the railways 


have increased their coverage of this market. The 
development of this alternate route has contributed 
to stabilizing feed grain prices in Eastern Canada, by 
ensuring a continuity of supply of feed grains for 
the eastern market. 

In the 1970-71 crop year, 556 thousand tons, or 
21.3 per cent, of the feed grains and grain products 
moved under the Feed Freight Equalization program 
were transported directly by rail or water from the 
Lakehead to feed mills in Eastern Canada. This is 
an appreciable increase over the previous crop year 
when direct shipments amounted to 14 per cent of 
the total movement. 


Seventy-eight per cent, or 2.031 million tons, of 
the total feed grain moved under the program this 
year was first shipped to eastern terminals by water. 
Movement through the terminals was downconsider- 
ably from the previous crop year when eighty-six 
per cent of the western feed grains consumed in 
Eastern Canada moved through this channel. Of this 
2.031 million tons, 83 per cent or 1.687 million 
tons were shipped from the terminals by truck; 338 
thousand tons, or 16.7 per cent, moved from the 


terminals in rail cars, and 6 thousand tons, or .3 


per cent, moved out of the terminals in smaller 


vessels to feed mills. 


In British Columbia, 279 thousand tons, or 74 per 
cent of the 373 thousand tons moved under the 
Freight Equalization program, originated in the Peace 
River area of British Columbia, with the balance 
being shipped from prairie origins. A total of 22 
thousand tons, or 5.9 per cent of the British Colum- 
bia consumption, moved into feeding areas by 
truck. Rail movements made up 351 thousand tons 
or 94.1 per cent of the total (Table 14). 

i) Rail During the past year, the railways retained 
their rates on feed grains into Eastern Canada from 
the Lakehead at the same levels from May 1, 1970 
to April 30, 1971, thereby allowing the trade to 
forward plan their purchases in conjunction with 
water movement. Many new rail destinations were 
added in Ontario and Quebec in an attempt by the 
railways to capture additional tonnage. 


There were frequent rate increases during the year, 
but the railways adjusted these increases to meet 
competitive situations. Ontario feed grain rates ex- 
Lakehead were held at the previous year level from 
June 1, 1971 for an additional year; however, the 
railways did increase rates to Quebec on May 1, 
1971 by two cents per hundredweight. A two cent 
per hundredweight increase in the Maritime rates 
became effective August 18, 1971. Rates on grain 
corn from Ontario shipping points to Montreal and 
Quebec declined somewhat to meet the water com- 
petitive situation. Truck competitive rail rates in 
British Columbia remained unchanged until April 1, 
1971 when they were increased by two cents per 
hundredweight. (Table 15). 

Shipments of wheat, oats, barley and screenings by 


direct rail to Eastern Canada, during this crop year, 
amounted to 14.2 million bushels, representing 


17.3 per cent of the total shipments of these four 
grains to the eastern feed market (not including 
Newfoundland). During the 1969-70 crop year, 10 
million bushels, or 11.4 per cent, were shipped by 
direct rail, and during the crop year 1968-69, 
4.5 million bushels, or 8.0 per cent, moved by this 
route (Table 16). 

ii) Water Lake freight rates on wheat, oats and 
barley to eastern ports generally increased in the 
1970 navigation season, reversing the downward 
trend started in 1966. Wheat rates increased by 
an average of one-half cent per bushel from Port 
Colborne eastward, to a maximum of one cent at 
Quebec. The oats rate was up and down fractionally 
at the various ports; however, very little tonnage of 
oats moved via water. Barley rates were up approx- 
imately one cent at the Bayports, three quarters of a 
cent at Prescott, and close to two cents at the 
Lower St. Lawrence ports. Elevation charges at 
eastern terminals increased one quarter of a cent 
per bushel on April 1, 1971. 


The 1971 season was slow in starting due to 
adverse spring weather conditions. The Lakehead 
opened ten days later than normal. The St Lawrence 
Seaway, originally scheduled to open April 1st, got 
slowly underway on April 14th creating some stock 
shortage situations in the interim until the arrival 
of the first vessels. 


Again, this season, adequate vessel space was 
available to move the required stocks of feed grains 
into position during the 1970-71 crop year (Table 
VF) 

iii) Truck This year, the Board, in its continuing 
program to keep abreast of feed grain transportation 
costs, surveyed all Registered Truckers to verify 
their rates and other agreement conditions. The 
responses indicated that feed grain truck rates 
generally remained unchanged. 


During the year, thirty-three additional trucking 
firms filed applications to be Registered Truckers, 
and seven withdrew under the Feed Grain Assistance 
Regulations. Claimants under the Regulations are 
required to use only common truck carriers registered 
with the Board. These truckers are required to file 
their tariffs with the Board and to meet require- 
ments outlined in the Regulations. 


The rail route continues to play a significant role 
in providing continuity in the supply of feed grains 
to the industry in Eastern Canada, as well as having 
contributed to price stability within Eastern Canada. 


iv) Storage The Board participated in the al- 


location of storage space reserved for domestic feed 
grain requirements both at Quebec City and Halifax 
for the winter of 1970-71. Storage space was 
allocated among the users of these facilities based 
on their historical utilization of space. Adequate 
storage space was available during the winter to 
meet the requirements of the feed grain industry; 
therefore the Board did not deem it necessary to 
pay winter storage costs of grain aboard vessels 
afloat at eastern terminals, to supplement storage 


space available within the terminals. 


As in the past, the Board acted in an advisory 
capacity to carriers, terminals, and the feed grain 
industry in many-storage and transportation matters. 


The Canadian Livestock Feed Board, in coopera- 
tion with the Ontario Grain and Feed Dealers Assoc- 
iation, undertook a survey of the commercial grain 
storage operations in Ontario to determine the 
location, capacity and throughput of storage now in 
operation with a view to measuring demands placed 
on the system, and to examine government programs 
which might encourage any required expansion of 
facilities. 

Concern has been expressed from time to time 
regarding the shortage of grain storage space in 
Ontario, particularly during the corn harvest period 
when adequate storage space is essential to dry and 
handle producer deliveries. A succession of grain 
production increases has occurred over the past 30 
years, and it is argued that despite a concerted 
effort on the part of both producers and country 
elevator operators to keep pace with the demand 
for storage accommodation, the ratio of production 
to storage has widened at a rapid rate. The con- 
struction of storage facilities as required for corn 
and other grains, where moisture content is a 
factor, necessitates heavy capital expenditures. Due 
to a limited return on invested capital, there has 
been little incentive to erect facilities for the drying 
and storage of Ontario grains, and ensure, at the 
same time, orderly marketing. 


Cc) Information and Publications 

‘Grain Facts’’ is a bi-weekly publication designed 
to keep the feed manufacturing, transportation, and 
feed grain marketing sectors of the feed grain in- 
dustry abreast of developments taking place in the 
industry. It is intended to provide an up-to-date 
appraisal of the feed grain situation, not only in 
Eastern Canada and British Columbia, but also to 
highlight conditions in world markets, on the Can- 
adian Prairies, and in the U.S. This publication 
provides comparative price data, changes in trans- 
portation and handling rates, stock positions, and 
trends in the utilization of feed grains and mixed 
feeds. 

“‘Monthly Average Retail Mixed Feed Prices” - 
In 1968, the Board commenced gathering informa- 
tion on the selling prices of mixed feeds in Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia. Under a monthly 
reporting system, mills have provided selling prices 
for thirteen basic livestock feeds. This price data 
is assembled and average provincial prices are 
published. In 1971, the Board expanded its cover- 
age of the feed industry and is now gathering price 
information from mills in the three prairie provinces. 
d) Research 

Grants have been provided to the University of 
Guelph and the University of Sherbrooke to conduct 
a study on the economies of size and location of 
feed manufacturing establishments in the provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec. 
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These studies will indicate the existing location 
pattern of feed mills and grain storage in relation 
to the livestock and poultry feeding areas. Criteria 
will be developed to identify the most rational lo- 
cation of feed manufacturing plants and compare 
these to the existing patterns. The publication of 
these studies will be of assistance to the feed 
industry, as well as producers and various govern- 
ment departments and agencies. 

e) Personnel 

During the past year, H.G. Coffin, Ph.D., joined 
the staff of the Board as Director of Economic Re- 
search. He had previously been engaged in education 
and market research after obtaining degrees in 
Agricultural Economics from McGill University, and 
the University of Connecticut, respectively. 


5. CONSULTATIONS 


Members of the Board and staff have maintained 
a continuous interest and involvement in matters 
concerning feed grains and livestock production, 
transportation, and marketing. Active participation of 
the Board at meetings, seminars, workships, etc., 
has enabled the Board to discuss its activities with 
others for a better understanding of its objectives 
as well as contributing to a broader knowledge of 
the feed grain-livestock system. 


The Board is especially appreciative of the con- 
tinued interest and support of national and provincial 
farm organizations, and for the numerous opportuni- 
ties to maintain a desirable two-way communication 
with these groups. 

Representatives of the industry have participated 
in meetings with the Board to solve problems of 
storage space, transportation, and procurement of 
feed grains. Discussions of a continuous nature are 
carried out with other government departments and 
agencies, elevator operators, grain merchants, and 
carriers. The Board has continued its role of a co- 


ordinating agency wherein the livestock feed industry 


‘might seek assistance in providing answers to its 


problems, or in contributing to the improvement ot 
the distribution and marketing system within the 
objectives of the Board. 

The Board has also played an active role in an 
advisory capacity to the Canada Grains Council. 


6. ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Advisory Committee and the Board met on 
two occasions during the year. One meeting in the 
fall enabled the Board to review with the Advisory 
Committee the general crop outlook and feed grain 
pricing situation. A general review of the report by 
the Task Force on Canadian Agriculture was also 
undertaken. A second meeting took place in the 
spring to review the Feed Freight Equalization Pro- 
gram for fiscal year 1971-72. These meetings 
also provided for a review of Board activities in the 
areas of transportation, storage, price equalization 
and stabilization. 

The term of office of two members of the Advi- 
sory Committee expired in April 1971. These were 
Mr. William G. Tilden of Harriston, Ontario and 
Mr. Omer Pépin of St. Bonaventure, Quebec. Mr. 
Gus Sonneveld of Blenheim, Ontario was appointed 
to be a member of this Committee for a 3-year 
term by Order-in-Council in June 1971. 


Te STATEMENT OF EXPENSE 

During the fiscal year 1970-71, expenditures in 
payment of assistance to move feed grains under 
the Feed Freight Equalization program totalled 
$20,443,506, a reduction of $1.4 million from 
expenditures in fiscal year 1969-70. 

Expenditures for the operation and administration 
of the Canadian Livestock Feed Board in the fiscal 
year 1970-71 totalled $403,758 compared to 
$403,337 in the previous year (Appendix Il).
